in tbe town for an electric road, and 
twice tbe selectmen^ have granted tbe 
track losations asked. 
First cime the 


old Portsmouth horsa railroad, which 
never owned a bom a a nil, ^or a car 
wbeel, bnt whien did own a charter em- 
povertng it to establish a street'rail way 
in Portsmouth, Kewc ntle and It;e The 
so-Balled Garald syndicate of Maine 
bought this charter and pr jpos-xl t-» 
utilize if, &nd after a beating, which 
was genuine "botjstnu*" the Newcastle 
selectmen granted the Gerald syndicatt- 
wbatever it asked for. Then, after comi 
legal •pairing, tbe Bwtou an I Maine 
railroad bjnght the old horse ra-lnud 
charter from the syndicate. 


Bot.it is not under the provisions and 


privileges of this charter that the BoaWn 
& Maine is working now; whatever has 
been done in this city or may hereafter 
be done here 01 in Bye or Newcastle, 
Las been or will be done as an extension 
of the Portsmouth & Dover railroad, 
nnder special permission from the rail 
road commissioners and the supreme 
court. 


Under the now dispensation, a right 


of way was granted in Newcastle for the 
railway, and at a hearing appointed by 
tbe selectmen, where everything was 
one-sided in favor of the road, this time,, 
the track {locations asked for were 
granted. \ 


But in both instances the route grant- 


ed was "across or near" tbe Newcastle 
bridges—aod there is where the trouble 
comes in. The Newcastle bridges are 
private property, and Major throb, rep- 
resenting the bridge corporation, de 
mauds a large sum—$-40,000, according 
to current report—for ^sJlowingr; tl 
tracks to cross tbe bridge. 
This sum, 


or whatever tbe,sum* may be, 
road regards as exorbitant and won't; 
pay, 
and tbe major will not allow an- 


other bridge to be built alongside tbe 
old one, as that would render the old 
one worthless as a toll bridge. So mat* 
ters are at present at a dead stop, so far 
as the Newcastle branch is concerned. 


Another route has been surveyed lor 


the connection between this pity and 
Newcastle, namely from Sagamore road 
down Little Harbor road about half its 
length, then across fields and the Little 
Harb or flats to Great iblatd, alias New- 
castle.

A horse 
to brin^ a remunerative price, either 
fov home or foreign service, nmst fill a 
distinct place, i, e.. he nrust be a good 
one of his kind, whether that be a ca- 
valry horse, a draft horse, a carriage 
horse, a trottor, a hnnter, a polo pony, 
or what kincl soever. The standard by 
which good horses are judged is prac- 
tically the same on both continents. 
A good horse in America is a good 
horse in Europe provided he fills a dis- 
tinct want in the business of the coun- 
try. In I3acop& horses.pull carts, cabs, 
omnibuses, coaches, tiams. plows, etc., 
and carry men on their backs. Tbxis 
they need horses of all biveds. for no 
one breed can possibly fill all of these 
requirements satisfactorily.

Great Britain.—Ninely per cent, of

ly terrified, expecting to be executed 
immediately. 


Gneral Mi-Arthur's division, consist- 


Ing of the brigades of General Harrison 
Gray Otis, General Hale and General 
Hall, supplemented by General Whea- 
ton's brigade, advanced at daylight and 
cut the enemv's forces in two. They cap- 
tured tne towns of Polo and Novalicnes 
on the left, and Ban Francisco del Monte 
a«d Hari'-iuina on the right, clearing the 
rebel trenches in front of the line north 
from the river 'to Galoocan. 


They also secured\possession of the

The 
Crab Tree wharf was passed at 1.03. 


At Hammersmith bridge, 1 mile 5 fur- 


longs and 100 yards' from the starting 
hue, Cambridge had again assumed the 
lead by one-half a lecgth, which wcufe 
iticioaVed 10 2M> lengths atTnprnycroftsl 
some three miles from the start. 


Thence Cambridge continued her posi- 


tion, rowing: a fine, s'teady stroke, while 
Oxford splashed badly and was evident- 
ly '-distrefeseet.

bridge, 3 miles 4 furlongs and 30 yards 
from the start, they were four lengths 
ahead an'd the race was practically over, 
for the dark blues of Oxford were going 
to pieces and rowing any how.

The burglar 
who does several 'jobs' and eludes the 
officers of tbe law is a keen observer, 
a man of forethought, and one whose

Houses are not entered because they 
have brownstone fronts, nor are stores 
broken into by the professional thief 
without an investigation. When the 
skilful burglar is to do a 'job' he 
studies the habits of the resident or 
proprietor. In a case in Troy a few 
years ago a jewelry store was robbed. 
Apparently there was not a clue. De- 
tectives were placed on the case and 
named the thieves by the method em- 
ployed in getting into the store, and 
subsequently the thieves were convict- 
ed.

He had 
arrived.at the hotel the day before, 
alone, and., had asked for 
the liest 


rooms, paying for them in advance. 
Then he had asked for the house phy- 
sician, and as one result of our ac- 
quaintance, we were playing this game 
of chess.,,We had-had one or two mild 
drinks during the evening, and after 
the game v/as finished, he turned the 
talk upon suicide, 'having some very in- 
teresting and peculiar ideas on the sub- 
ject, cWef p| ^hiclx w|s,hls~utteiv aver- 
Bion to self-imiNyjr uiyder 
stances whatever. He was BO' firm in 
his opposition that he>almogt?>loftt;fais" 
temper when' I' ventxired the assertion 
that suicide might be almost justifia- 


"In the midst of this conversation he 


suddenly went into the adjoining room, 
and returned with two revolvers, which 
he laid down on. the table between us. 
I didn't understand what they were for, 
and asked him. 


" 'Well/ he answered In the coolest 


kind of fashion, 'the time has come for 
me to die,.and you have got to kill me. 
My soul woittd be damriofi forever if I 
did. It myself, but if you do it, myt 
blood will net sbe on my own hands. 
There are tw6 revolvers; you take this 
one'-jrhanding me one—'and I'll take 
the-other. As you see, they are both' 
loaded ana* in perfect condition. If 
you do not shoot me within a minute,- 
I will shoot you.' 


"He took out his watch, and, stand- 


ing "fivp or six feet from me, he count- 
ed the |icks, and aimed his gun direct- 
ly a'f my Tiead. t| saw by his eye that 
fce was crazy, and that I would have to 
obay him or pay tlie penalty of my 
disobedience "with 'my life, and still I 
did not want to shoot a man, however 
I might be justified m Dicing it. With 
this thought I lifted the revolver, and ' 
taking ^cayeful aior, he watching me 
narrowly, I drew the gun square down 
upon 'flis forehead, and just as I was 
about to pull- the trigger, I threw it 
one side nnd shot for his pistol arm. 
My intention was good, but 1 was ex- 
cited, and toy shot only cut through the 
flesh without disabling him,, and before 
I had time to move', lie had,fired at my 
heart. A case of instruments in my 
vest pocket saved me and the next shot 
I fired was more to The purpose, and" 
my host "was dead without committing 
suicide. 


"I told the story to the landlord, who 


was my friend and relative, exactly as 
It occurred, but to the world at large 
the story went forth that the man had 
committed suicide" while crazed, and. 
the fact that lieliad been in an asylum 
was sufficient guarantee that I was tell- 
ing the truth.

GOOD THINGS TERSELY TOLD, 


Thirty Milen For An Acorn. 


Down in Mexico there lives a wood- 


pecker who stores his -nuts and acorns 
in the hollow stalks of the yuccas and 
magueys. 
These hollow stalks are 


separated %y joints into several cavi- 
ties, and jthe sagacious Jbird"ihas -some- 
how found this out, andVbofes a hole at 
the upper end of each j»int,'"ahd anoth- 
er at the lower, through which, to ex- 
tract the acorns ~wbenr wanted. Then it 
fills up the stalks solidly and leaves- 
its stores there until needed, sate from 
the depredations of any other thievish 
bird or four-looted animal. 


The first place in which this curious 


habit -was observed was on a hill in the 
midst of a- desert. The hill was cov- 
ered with yuccas aad magueys, but the 
nearest oak trees were thirty miles 
away, and-so, it was calculated, these 
industrious birds had to make a flight' 
of sixty miles for each, acorn stowed 
thus in the stalks! 


An observer ' of " birds remarks: 


"There are several strange features to 
be noticed 'in these facts; the provi- 
dent instinct which prompts this ,bird 
to lay by stores of provisions for the 
winter, the great distances traversed 
to collect a kind of food so unusual 
for its race, and its seeking in a place 
so remote from its natural abode a 
storehouse so remarkable.' 


Can instinct alone teach, or have ex- 


perience and reason taught these birds 
that, far better than the bark of trees 
or crevices In 'rocks, or any other hid- 
ing place are these hidden cavities 
they make for themselves with the 
hollow stems of distant plants? 


This 'we cannot answer. But we do 


know that one of the most remarkable 
birds in our country is, this California 
•woodpecker, and that he is well enti- 
tled to his Mexican name p£ El Car- 
pintero—the carpenter "bird. 


Holler Bcmfn, 


The curious spectacle of a marine 


craft propelled by enormous air-tight 
disc-shaped hollow wheels suggests a 
radical departure in the .methods of 
boat-building.' 
That the experiment' 


was a failure, was the natural conse-' 
quence of the principles on which the 
craft was constructed. All' ot the mar 
chinery and passenger accommodations

"One salmon multiplies its species a 


million fold; the giants of the Western 
forest spring from a seed no larger lhaa 
a pea; but for gold—the magic metal— 
humanity has levelled mountains and 
bridged seas and oceans," said a well- 
known Oregon civil engineer. 


"I was assistant engineer on the On- 


tario and Quebec Railroad, a. branch of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, and in 
running our preliminary lines one of 
them touched Bridgewater. Ontario, a 
deserted town, that was the personifi- 
cation of Oliver Goldsmith's "Deserted 
Village." Bridgewater was brought in- 
to existence by one of the strangest 
gold finds and crazes in the history of 
ibis continent, and it goes to show 
what great results sometimes follow 
small and unimportant occurrences. I 
will tell you the story of how a stray 
cow caused millions of money to b« 
spent in search of gold. 


"Nearly twenty-Sve years ago a far- 


mer's wife was searching the woods 
surrounding their farm for a cow that 
had strayed, and, becoming thirsty, 
stopped to get a drink from a suricg. 
Slipping, she fell against a small, loose 
rock, which rolled to her feet 
and 


which proved to be a twenty-pound 
nugget of almost pure gold. Bridge- 
water at that time was almost forty 
:miles from the nearest railroad, and 
the present site of the town was noth- 
ing but a wilderness, but the effect ,of 
that accidental find of the farmer's wife 
was such that inside of six months 
what had been a burned-over, barren 
wilderness .was converted into a sub- 
stantial city of nearly 5,000 people. 


"In digging a Shaft about a mile 


south of the townsite, on the claim'of 
the Hon.'Billia Flint,' a life Senator 
•of Canada, an immense'quarry of the 
purest white marble ever found on'this 
continent was discovered, and, at the 
suggestion" of the Senator, the town of 
Bridgewater was practically built of 
marble, for it has to-day the only hotel, 
church, school, courthouse and private | 
dwellings constructed entirely of white 
marble in the world, and,; a mile north 
.of the town are,an abandoned axe .fac- 
tory and grist mill- whose foundations" 
are built of the same beautiful mate- 
jrial. 


"During the building of the 
town 


thousands of men prospected the entire 
country, and shafts and tunnels were 
driven—many of them nearly 100 feet 
deep; but, strange as it may seem,' 
there was never enough gold found to 
pay the cost of a single shaft or tunnel 
sunk or run in the entire district. So 
excited bid the farmers around Bridge- 
water become that some of them actu- 
ally hired guards to keep men from 
going on their land to pick up gold. 


"Pat Kehoc, an old Irishman, who 


owned 100 acres of rock-&trewn, barren 
land, was offered $3.25,000 for-his hold- 
ing, but held out for $150,000. To-day 
you could buy the property for proba- 
bly $150. 


"One rancher, whose farm adjoined 


'Aladdin's Cave' the place where the 
original nugget was found, sold five 
acres to an English syndicate for $100, 
000, and it is an established fact that 
the syndicate spent as much more de- 
veloping their claim, as everything was 
very costly, all material having to be 
hauled nearly fifty miles, over rough 
roads, and they did' hot get a, single 
ounce of free gold out of their pur- 
chase; but they mined some quartz— 
about 100 tons—shipped it to the states, 
and in return got a bill from the smelt- 
ing company for $360 smelting charges 
over and above the gold in the quartz. 
This was the first, and I believe the 
last, shipment of quartz ever made, as 
the cost of hauling, shipping and smelt- 
ing was $150 a ton more than the rock 
produced.
